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Corn Growing 
‘In Minnesota

ON THE early settlement of Minnesota, and for many years 

* thereafter, it was generally conceded that we could not grow 
corn successfully owing to early frosts and consequent short 
season. Then the idea was prevalent that it took “hot 
nights” to grow corn in the corn growing season. For these 
reasons and no other, little or no attempt was made to grow 
corn in Minnesota. Speak to a farmer in Minnesota then about raising 
corn and he would shake his head and invariably say “Minnesota is not a 


corn growing state.” Ask him why, and he would say ‘‘the conditions 


are not right,” and let it go at that. 


@Some twenty years ago a scientific investigation was made of corn grow- 
ing in northern latitudes and it was discovered that the fault did not lie 
with the on-coming early frost, short season or absence of “hot nights,” 
but in the character of the seed corn used in planting. 


@By careful and scientific hybridizing, a hardy seed corn, cold-resistant, 
maturing early, long before frost, and producing the finest hard corn grown 
in the Union could be successfully grown all over the State of Minnesota. 


@The last ten years or more have witnessed a phenomenon in corn growing 
in Minnesota. Intelligent hybridizing of seed corn has revolutionized corn 
growing in Minnesota and this state is fast forging to the front as a great 
corn growing section. 

@Minnesota’s corn production for 1913 was 94,280,000 bushels. This 
was a greater production than that grown in either of fifteen other states, 
out of twenty-three corn growing states of the Union, despite the shortage 
of crop in Minnesota in 1913. ‘These 94,280,000 bushels at the market 
price of 70 cents per bushel add nearly $66,000,000 to the wealth of this 
great state.

You ere familiar with the work that has been done with the 
peony and sweet pea at Cornell, and we hope that we may be able 
to straighten out the naming of the Iris in the same way. 


From one to three plants of each variety would be appréciated. 

We thank you for past favors tw our work, and hope that you 
will see fit to co-operate with us and the other growers in mak- 
ing aS complete a planting as possible this year, so that the work 
may not be delayed as was the case with gladiolus trials. It took 
several years before the Gladiolus growers decided to co-operate. 


Your stock is merely loaned; we shall be pleased to return 
the increase or the whole stock when the trials are completed.

Cultivate 
the land in both directions until the vines prevent it, so that little 
cultivation by hand will be necessary. After the danger from 
serious insect injury has passed, remove all but three good plants 
from each hill. If melons of fancy quality are desired, place a 
board or piece of glass under them to keep them off the ground, 
so that they may ripen more evenly and not become bruised.

After the ground has been thoroughly pulve d, sow the seed as 
early as possible in the spring (before the middle of M ay, though late crops 
have been sown as late as June), about Y4 inch deep in rows 12 to 15 inches 
apart. Use only seed of high germinating qualities and sow a little thicker 
than the onions are to stand to avoid unnecessary thinning. Inthe case 
of the larger varieties, however, the young seedlings should be transplanted 
to permit the plants to reach full size and development. As soon as they 
break through the surface soil the plants should be cultivated by a cultivator 
that works both sides of the rows at once. Hand weeding should follow 
and this should continue until the plants are large enough to be injured by 
the cultivator when it should be abandoned and hand hoeing resorted to 
Continue cultivation until the bulbs begin to form after which it is not good 
to work too much among them lest the tops be broken down before they. 
are ready. When the onions are about the size of a half do nd before 
the tops break down it is well to give a light dressing of son ick acting 
fertilizer, w hich should be done preferably before orduringarain. Pullwhen 
the tops begin to die down, cure and sell or store in a cool dry place. One 
ounce of seed sows 100 feet of row, 5 or 6 pounds to the acre.

OR VERY EARLY spring spinach, the seed should be sown in the preceding August, 
Pena covered with about 2 inches of straw or hay for protection during the winter. 
In the spring this should be removed and after the crop has made a little growth 
it may be cut and marketed. Or when early spinach is desired the seed may be 
sown in hotbeds or cold frames, or out of doors as soon as the ground can be worked. 
The soil should be very rich with plenty of well rotted manure, and where an especially 
good crop is desired, it may be dressed with nitrate of soda, at the rate of 75 pounds 
per acre, two weeks after the crop has started. For sowing, the seed should be 
covered about one inch deep in rows 12 inches apart, using about 40 seeds to the 
foot. It is often sown in the spring between early peas, cabbage, potatoes or other 
slow growing vegetables, for under good conditions it will be ready for table use 
about six weeks from the time of sowing. ‘To insure a succession, it may be planted 
at intervals of two weeks during the entire summer. Spinach is a very hardy plant, 
and is extremely wholesome and very palatable, and furnishes a delicious dish of 
greens, available at a season when it is most welcome, and is especially profitable 
for the market gardener and very desirable in the home garden as well. 1 ounce of 
seed will sow 100 feet of row; 12 to 15 pounds of seed to the acre.

The cow pea 
ranks very high as a soil enricher, gathering immense 
quantities of nitrogen from the atmosphere. The ripe 
peas contain no less than 18)4 per cent of digestible 
rotein. -The vines properly cured are a most valuable 
‘odder for cattle and sheep, being richer in protein and 
fat than the best clover hay. If desired the pods may be 
harvested for the grain and the vines plowed under to 
fertilize the soil. The seed or grain is ground and used 
for feed, the leaves and stalks also make good fodder fed 
green. Poor sandy soil may be greatly improved by plowing 
under a crop of cow peas and thus made into a fertile loam. 
If wanted to plow under as a fertilizer, sow with a drill, in 
drills a foot apart. If grown for seed plant 3% feet apart and 1 foot in the 
% row, and cultivate thoroughly, using 25 pounds of seed per acre. Minnesota

i Hips IMPORTANCE of forest trees in farm planting has not been 
sufficiently emphasized. In fact it is only of late years, with 
the deforestation of the older districts and the building up of the 
prairies of the Northwest that they have come into their true place 
as the really vital elements in the scheme of development and con- 
servation that is being worked out by agriculturists all over the 
continent. They mitigate, eliminate, distribute rainfall and re- 
fertilize whole tracks of land. Less broadly speaking, planted as 
windbreaks on the farm they are invaluable. Pro erly planted they 
will protect crops from the southwest winds which in summer tend 
to dry them out and from the northwest winds which in winter 
blow the snow off the field and cause loss of evaporation 
which causes crops to winter 
| kill. As a protection to 
buildings they make for com- 
fort of the stock and a saving 
in fuel in winter and break 
heavy storms in the summer.
